195..\The / Garriſon ſeeing they ' were deſerted, 
and left without a Governour, and having'refolv'd to main- 
tein the Town, and to defend it againſt the Egemy, they 
conſidered of ſome Perſon th@$could have confidence in, ro 
diret them in the management- of this Aﬀair, and vnani- 
mouſly.reſolv?d to chooſe Mr. Walker, and Major Baker, to be 
their Goyernours' dureing'the Seige ; | but theſe Gentlemen 
conſidering the importance, as well as the uncertainty of ſuch 
an Office, acquainted, by Letter, Col. Caningham (whoſe buſi- 
neſs they th t it was'to take care of them)! with this 
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matter, .and'defired hirh to undertake rhe Charge; but' he © 


young gobges, by his inſtruftions, to obey the Orders of Col- 
lonel Landy, thought fit to take other meaſures. They then 
accepted the Govermment of the Garriſon. Theſe Gentlemen 
chaſe Eight Collonels, and Regimented the men in this order :

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This was our complement after having form'd our ſelves, 
as above mentioned ; but the Number of Men, Women and 
Children in the Town, was about Thirty thouſand. Upon 
a Declaration of the Enemy to Receive and Prote all that 
would deſert us, and return to their dwellings, Ten Thou- 
fand left us; after that many more grew weary of-us, and 
Seven thouſand died of Diſeaſes. 

The ſame day ouf Governours view the Stores, and give 
other neceflary Orders and direQtions: "In the mean time 
they obſerve the motion of the Enemy, and that their 
Guns were ſo placed, that they could not draw out to their 
uſual place of exerciſing, therefore they divide the Outline 
into Eight parts ; each Regiment had its own ground, ant 
each Company knew their own Baſtion. The Drummers 
were all enjoyned to quarter in one houfe, ſo that on the 
leaft notice they repair'd to the reſpeive polt of the Com- 
pany they ge to; and upon all Alarms, without any 
parademyg, all officers and private men came into their own 
ground and places, without the leaſt diſorder or confuſion, 

There were Eighteen Clergy- men in the Town of the 
Communion of the Church, who in their turns, when they 
were not. in Action, had Prayers and Sermon every day ; 
the Seven Nonconforming Miniſters were equally careful 


of their people, and kept them very obedient and quier, 


much different from the behaviour of rheir Brother Mr. 
Osborn, who was a ſpy upon the whole North, imployed by 
my Lord 7yrconnel, and Mr. Hewſon, who was very trouble- 
ſome, and would admit none to fight for rhe Proteſtant Re- 
Lgion till they had firſt taken the Covenant. 
After injoyning all parties to forget rheir diſtinRions, and 
to jOyn as one man, in detence of the intereft of K. /7//zam 
and'Q. Mary,and the Proteſtant Religion, againſt the Enemies 
of both ; we betake our ſelves,n the firſt place, by order, co 
our ſeveral Devotions, and recommend our ſelves, and rhe 
Cauſe we undertook,ro-the Protection and Care of the Al- 
ighty ; for we might then truly ſay, with the Churchin the 
iurgy, there is none other that fighteth for us, bat oitty thou,

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did þ diſorder amongſt us, &:eonfulion, 
| hen we look'd about us,and law what we were-doing; our 
bp aa all about usand,our Friends running away from 
ns 3. a Garriſon we.had.compos'@ of a;number of poor peo- 
ple, frightned from their own homes, and ſeem'd more fit 
to.hidg themselves, than to facean Enemy ; when we confi 
der'd' we had no Perſdhs of apy)}Experience in; Wat among 
us; and.thoſe very Perſonsthat were ſent to afliſt us, had fo 
little confidence. in the Place,that they no ſooner faw it, bur 
they thought. fit to, leave it: that we had hut few Horſeco 
Sally out with, and no Forage; no Engineers to Inſtrut us 
in our\Works; no Fire-works,not as much} as a Hand-Granado 
to annoy the Enemy ; not a Gun well mounted inthe whole 
Town ; that we had ſo many Mouths to feed, and not above 
ten days Proviſion tarithem, in the Opinion of our former 
Governours; that every day ſeveral lett us, and gave cons 
ſtant intelligence to the Enemy ; that they hat! ſo many ops 
portunittes to divide us, and {o often-endeavour'd it, and to 
betray the Governours ;, that they were ſo Numerous, ſo 
Powerful and Well appointed an Army, that-in all human 
probability we could not thiak our ſelves in-leſs: danger, 
than the //raelites at the Red Sea. 11077 
When we conſidered all this, it was obyious enough what 

a dangerous undertaking we had ventur'd upon ; but the 
Reſolution and Courage of our people, and the neceflity we 
were under, and the great confidence and. dependance 
among us on God Almighty, that he would take care/of 
us, and preſerve us, made us overlook all thoſe difficulties;

This day my Lord Strabane came up to our Walls, make-

tection and Favour, it we would tfurrender the Town ; but 
theſe fine words had no place with the Garriſon. At that ve- 
ry time of his Capitulating with us, we obſerv'd the Enemy 
uſing that opportunity -to draw their. Canon to a convent 
ent-{tand, we therefore delired his Lordſhip to withdraw, 
otherwiſe - we' would make bold to fire at his Lordthip ; his 
Lordſhip-continued in his Complements, till we plainly told 
him, we would neverdeliver the Townto any but K. William 
ard Q--Mary, or their'order. My Lord having ended all his 
Infinuations, fonnd himſelf atlalt.gbtiged to retire:

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May 5. "This Night the Beliegers draw a Trench croſs the” 
Wind-Mill Hill, from the Bog to the River, and there begin a 
Earrery ; from that they endeavourd to Annoy our Walls,but 
they were too ſtrong for the Guns they us'd, and our Men 
were not afraid to adviſe them ro fave all that Labour and 
Expence ; that chey always kept the Gates open, and they 
might ufe thar Paſſage if they pleas'd , which was wider than 
any Breach they could make in the Walls. 

' May 6.The Beſieged fearing that Battery might incommode 
that part” of- the Town neareſt ro it, conſult how to put a 
ſtop to. their further proceeding in that work ; Mr. Walker 
draws a Detachment out of cach Company, of Ten men,aad 
aſter puttmg them into the beſt Order their Impatience could 
allow,he Sallies out at the Head of rheni (with all imaginable 
Silence) at Ferry-Xey Gate, at four of the Clock in the Morn: 
ing. One part of them beat the Enemies Dragoons from tha 
Hedfes, while the other poſſeſſes rheir Trenches. -The Diſputes 
was {oon over, and the Enemy, tho a very confiderable De- 
rachment, are {o preſſed by the forwardnets of -our Men, and 
diſcou at the ſight of ſo many lying in their Blood, that 
they fled away, and left us the Crs we contended for, 
and ſome Booty, beſides the plunder of the-Dead. 

'The Salliers in this Action kill'd Two hundred of their 
Men, moſt of which were ſhor through the Breaſt or Head 3 
Five hundred were Wounded, Three hundred of them within 
few days dicd of their Wounds, as' we were informed by 
Meſlengers , and the Priſoners we. took afterwards. The 
account of the Officers kilPd, cr taken Priſoners in this 
AQtion,you will find in the Bill annexed. Our fide loſt Three 
men, andhad only Twenry wounded. Ar this time we rook 
Five pairof Colours. 

- Weſent a Drummer to defire the Enemy to ſend an Officer 
with 14 Men to bury their Dead,which they did perform very 
negligently, - ſcarce. covering their Bodies with Earth. 

After this performance, the Enemics want of Courage, and 

F want of-Horſg occafion'd, that ſome Weeks produced 
| a | bur 
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but liztle of Aftion ; except 'Skirmiſhes;' in 'which Captain 
Noble was very ative and ſveceſsful-; kills ſeveral-of their 
Officers, and finds Letters about them that afforded ſome 
Inteliigence , -and particularly inftruted us about the Surren- 
der of Culmore; but upon-what Conditians, and for how 
much Mony,we couldinot underſtand. 

Our Sallics many times began but with ſmall partis;- Capr. 
Nlle,and ſometimes other Officers when they ſaw the Enemy 
make an approach, wou'd run out with about Ten or Twelve 
men at th2ir Heels,and Skirmiſh'd a while wich them : When 
the Beficged ſaw them Engaged,and in any danger,they iſſued 
our in greater numbers to their Relief, and always came off 
with great Exccution on the Encmy , and with very lictle loſs 
ro themlelves. < 

In all thefe Sallies we loſt none of any Note ,. but Licure- 
nant Douglzs and Captain Cunirgham. whom th2 Enemy took 
Priſoner, and after Quarter given, baſely Murdred. They 
did nor want being reproach'd with fo ſignal an Inſtance of 
eheir Cruclry and breach of Faith,neither did they want Impu- 
dence to deny it by the addition . of many bloody Oaths 
and Proteſtations; but it was too evident by the Teſtimony 
of their own Officers and Souldiers, rhat were afterwards 
our Priſoners. ' Bur this ſort of proceeding was very uſual 
with them, and agreeable ro an account we had of their 
obligation by Oath and Reſolutions, nor to keep Faith with 
tis, and to break whatever Articles were given us : Which 
a Priſoner with us, (troubled in Conſcience , that - he had 
engaged himſelf - with ſo wicked and pertidious Men )- di: 
cover'd to us. - af Þ 

We were convinced of the Truth of it by fome Examples 
they gave us after this : When they hung; out a Wire Flag 


ro invite us to a Treaty, Mr. IVal{ter-yentur'd' out to come ' 


within hearing of my Lord Z9w/h and Colonel O Neale, and 
io his paſſage had an hundred Shot fired at. him; he got the 
ſhelter of a Houſe, and upbraiding them with this-Trca-

order afl the Guns on the. Walls to fire at them ; They. 
deny'd, ny knew any. thing of it: And this was 2 
the fatisfaftion to be expedted from perſons of ſuch a 
Principle. | At another time the Enemy defired one White 
might have leave to come to them ; the Beſieged ſent him-1n 
a little Boat, with two Men, upon Parol, which they broke 
very dithonourably , keeping both the Men and Boat with 
them. The loſs of the Boat was conſiderable to us, for rhe 
Gehtlemen that left us took all our Boats,and left them to the 
Sea and Wind, and this was the only Boat we had remaining, 

The Enemy remove their Main Body from St.oh»/ſtcwn, 
and pitch their Tents upon Bely ugry-#i/! ,. about'two Miles 
diſtant from Derry S.S.W. They place Guards on all ſides of 
the Town, ſo that the Belicged found it impoſſible to receive 
or convey any [atelligence , and grear difficulty ro come to 
the Wells for Warer, which they often Fgught tor , *and coft 

{ome of them their Blood. One Gentkmai, had ' a Bottle 
broke ar his Month by a'Shor ; yet the Water of the Town 
was ſo muddy and troubled with our continual Firing, and 
ſo. many going to it,that we were forced to run thoſe hazards. 

Fune 4. The Befiegers make an Attack at the Wind-Mi# 

Works, with a Body of Foot and Horle ; the Horſe they divi- 
ded into three Squadrons,and Afſau!lted us at the Rivers-ſide, 
it being Low water; the Foot Artack the rcſt of our Line. 
The Front of the Horſe was compoſed of Gentlemen that 
had bound.rhemſelves by an Oath, that they wou'd mount 
our Line; they were Commanded by Captain Butler, ſecond 
Son to my Lord Montgarret. Our Men place themiſelyes 
within our Line in three Ranks, fo advantageouſly that one 
Rank was always ready to march up and relieve the other, 
and diſcharge ſucceſſively upon the Enemy , which (tho 'ris 
ſtrange how they could think otherwiſe) was great ſurprize 
and aſtoniſhment to them; for rhey it ſeems expected we ſhould 
make but one fingleVolley,aad then they cou'd fall in upon us, 
Their Foot had Fagors laid beforc them. for a' defence againſt 

.our Shor; they and the Horſe began-with a laud path = 
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as {iconded from all parts of their Camp with moſt dreadful 
ſrricks and howlings of a numerous Rabble rhar artended theE- 
nemy. The Fagot Men are not able to ſtand before our Shor,bur 
are forced roquit their New defence and Run for it; Capt. Butler 
rops our work, which was but a dry Bank of 7 foor high ar the 
Watcr$de,and thirty of his Sworn party of Horſe follow him. 
OurMenwondred to find they had ſpent ſo manyShot;and that 
none of them Fell: But Capt.Crooke obſerved they had Armour 
on and then commanded to Fire at their Horſes, which'turn'd to 
ſo good account; that bur three of theſe bold Men with much 
difficulty made their Eſcape. We wonder'd the Foot did noc 
(according to Cuſtom) run taſter, rill we-took netice that in 
their Retreat they took..the Dead on their backs , and ſo pre- 
ſery'd their own Bodies from the remainder of our Shot, which 
was more Service than they did when aliye. 
©. The Enemy in this Action loſt 4oo of their Fighting Men, 
molt of their Officers were ki!l'd, Captain Butler was taken 
- Priſoner,and ſeveral others, which are mentioned inthe Liſt. 
We'loſt on our ſide (rx private Men, and one Captain Maxwe/; 
- - two of the Men were killd by a Shot of a great Gun from the 
other fide the Water,oppoſit to the Vird-Mill Warks. 
This Night the Enemy from Strong-Irchard play their Bombs 
"Which were 273 pound weight apiece, and contained ſcveral 
pounds of Powder in the Shell; rhey plowed up our Streets, 
and broke down our Houfes, ſo. that there was no paſſing the 
Streets nor ſtaying within 'Doors, bur all flock to the Walls, 
and -cthe' Remoreſt parts of the Town, where we con- 
tinued yery fafe, while many of our ſick were killed being 
not able to leave their Houſes : They plicd the Beſicged {o 


cloſe” with great Guns in the Day time, and Bombs in the 


Night, and ſomtimes in the Day, that they could not enjay 
cheir-reſt, but were hurry'd front place to place, and ryerd 
into faintne(s and diſeaſes, which deſlroy'd many of the Gari- 
fon, which was reduced to 6185 men the 15 of this Month; 
theſe Bombs were ſome adyantage to us, on one account, for 
beajug under great want of Fuel, they ſupply'd us plentitul-

Je 15.We diſcovered a Fleet of 30Sailof Ships in the Loxgh, 
which we believed came from {g/and ſor our relief, bur we 
could not propoſe any method to ger intelligence from ther, 
and we did fear it was impoſſible they could ger to us; and 
the Enemy now begin to watch us more narrowly. They raiſe 
Barterics oppoſite to the Ships, and line both fides-of the 
River with great numbers of - Fire locks. They draw down 
their Guns to Chaz /es- Fort, a place of ſome ſtrength upon the 
Narrow 'part of the River, where the Ships were to pals ; 
here they contrived to place a Boom of Timber, joyned by- 
Iron Ghains, and fortified by a Cable of »2 Inches thick- 
twiſted round it; They made this Boom firſt of Oak, but 
that could not float, and was.ſoon broke by the force of the - 
water: Then thcy made one of Firr beams which anſwered their- 
purpoſe berter; it was faſtned at one end through the Arch. of 
a Bridg, at the other by a piece of. Timber. foxced' into the 
ground and fortified with a piece of {tone work. This account; . 
as we had it from the Priſoners, did much rrouble us, _ 
and ſearce left us any hopes; We made ſeveral ſigns to the 
Ships -from the Stecple, and they to us from their Ships, bur 
with very little informarion' to cither. At laſt a Meflenger-gor 
to us, one Roch, from Major General Xirk, who got tothe 
Water-fide over-againſt us, and then ſwam croſs. the River ;- 
he-gave us an account of rhe Ships, Men, Proviſion and 
Arms in them for our relief; the great conccrn of the Major 
General for ns, and his care and deſire to ger with his Ships 
up to the 'Fown, He fent another- Metlenger; aleng _

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this, one Crumy: a Scotch man, to give us this artount, and to 
know the Condition of our Gariſon, bythe was taken. pri- 
ſoner- : "There was ſoon an underſtanding between him and

We received further intelligence in July by a little Boy, 
that - with great Ingenuity made two diſpatches to us from 
the Major General at /#c/. Qae Letter he brought ry'd in 
his Garter, another at his {ccond coming within aCloch Bur- 
con; We ſent. our firft anſwer made up within, a piece-of a 
B!adder, inthe ſhape of a Suppoſitor; and the ſame way ap- 


 *plied to the Boy; Our ſecond Anſwer he carry'd within, the 


folding of his Breeches and talling among the Enemy, fgr;fear 
-of a diſcovery he ſwallowed the Letter, and after ſome ſhort 
confinement and endeavour to extort ſome thing from him, he 
made his eſcape again to-the Major General. |

He would demoliſh ourTown and bury us in its Aſhes;putting 
all to the Sword, without conſideration of Age or Sex, and 
wou'd ſtudy the moſt exquiſire Torments to lengthen the 


' miſery and pain of all he found obſtinate, or aRive in oppo- 


fing his Commands and Pleaſure : But theſe Threatnings, as 
well as his Promiſes. in which he was very eloquent and ob- 


- liging. had very little power with us; God having under all 


our Difficulties eſtabliſh'd us with a Spirit and Reſolation 
above all Fear or Temptation to any mean Compliafices, we 
having devored our Lives to che defence of our City,our Re- 


.  ligion, and the Intereſt of King WiJiamand Qyeen Mary, 


For fear any one ſhould contrive Surrendring the Town,or 
move it to the Garriſon, the Govetnour made an Order, That 
no ſuch thing ſhould be mention'd upon pain of Death. 

Every day ſome or other Deſerted the Garriſon, ſo that the 
Enemy receiv'd conſtant Intelligence of our proceedings. This 
gaveſome trouble and made us remove our Ammunition very 
often,2nd contrive many other Amuſements. Our [ron Ball is 
now ali ſpent,and inſtead of rhemwe make Ba/ls of Brick,caſt 
over with Lead, to the weight and ſize of our /rom-Bal. The 
Gunners dfd-not pretend to be great Artiſts, yet they were 


very induſtrious and ſcarce ſpent a Shot without doing ſome ,

And indeed there were ſo many great things done by ail 
our Officers and Men, and ſo often, rhat 'tis impoſſible ro ac- 
count them. all ; but certainly never People in the World- be- 
haved themſelves better, and rhey cannot want mentioning 
upon other occaſion, where ir may be more to their advantage 
than to fill this Paper wirh their Story. 

About thi: time Lieutenant Gen. Hamilton offers Conditions 
rothe Garriſon, and they ſeem to hearken to rhem, till they 


. had us'd that opportunity to ſearch for Proviſion to ſupport 


the great Neceſlity of the Garriſon, which was now brought to 
that extremity that they were forc'd to feed upon Horſe fleth, 


-Dogs, Cats, Rats and Mice,Greaves of a year old, Tallow,/and 


Starch, of which they had good quantities, as alſo falred and 
dried Hides,&e.yet they unanimouſly reſolv'd to car the 1ri/þ, 
and then one another, rather than ſurrender to any bur their 
own King William and Queen Mary. Our Anſwer to the 
Lieutenant General was, 7hat we much wonder'd he fhou'd ex- 
pet we con'd place any confidence in him, that had ſo unworthily 
broke Faith with our King; That he was once generouſly truſted, 
tho an Enemy,yet Jetrin/ Tia Traſt ,and we cou d not believe that 
he had learn'd more fincerity #n an Iriſh Camp. 

General Roſen ſends us a Letter to this efſe@t,That if we did

contempt - and ſome indignation z which did produce fome 
hcat and diſorder in the Mareſchal. 

Among the Bombs thrown into Town, there was one 
dead Shell , in which was a Letter declaring to the Souldiers 
the Propoſals made by the Licutenant General; for they 
imagined them Strangers to their Condeſcenſions,and that their 
.Officers wou'd not communicate ſuch things to them. Copies 
alſo of theſe Propoſals were conveyed into Town by Villains, 
who diſperſe them about the Towa,bur all ro nz-purpole ; for 
they will not entertain the leaſt thought of Surrendring,and ir 
would coſta mans Life to ſpeak of it, it was ſo much abhor'd. 

Fuly 2,,The Enemy drive the poor Proteſtants, according to 
their threatning,under our Walls, Protected and Unprotected,. 
Men, Women and Children, and under great diſtreſſes. Our 
Men at firſt did not underſtand che meaning of ſuch a Crowd, 
but. fearing they might be Enemies, Fired upon them;we were 
troubled when we found the miſtake, bur ic ſupported us to 
a great degrce,when we found that none of them were touch'd 
by our Shot, which by the direction of Providenee (as if every 
Bullet had its Commiſſion what to do) ſparcd rhem,and found 
out and kill'd' three of the Enemy , that were ſome of 
thoſe that drove the poor People into fo great a danger.

verity and Cruelty apon oxr- poor Friends, that were under their 
Protefions: They deſired leave from rhe Governor,to write to 
L'G Hamilton; they had'a much better opinion of him than 
we cou'd be perſwadeditito; yet weallow a Meſſenger to carry 
the following Letter to him from their Priſoners.
